controversy affecting five factor­ 
ies. 
Reinstated workers will Im* paid 
iii*' same rates they received be­ 
fore* a strike at Saginaw last No­ 
vember, however,

Detroit, Jan. 15 (/P)— Strikes of 
CIO-United Auto Workers in live 
plants of the Eaton Manufactur­ 
ing company ended 
tonight 
35 
hours after a federal conciliator’s 
demand for peace in the interests 
of national defense. 
James F. Dewey, government 
mediator who yesterday insisted 
that the strikes he halted and 
that the company reopen its closed 
plants while rehiring all strikers, 
announced 
the settlement 
after 
long conferences with union and 
company officials. 
Called On Monday 
While peace terms were not 
completed, Dewey said that the 
four 
closed 
plants— in 
Detroit, 
Hat tie Creek and Marshall, Mich., 
and in Cleveland, O.,— would re­ 
open tomorrow'. 
Sympathy strikes 
had closed the four yesterday after 
an original UAW-CIO walkout at 
the Saginaw, Mich., plant on Mon­ 
day. 
In making his demands on com­ 
pany and union, Dewey said it was 
tin ll.st ti n e “s r *\ a drastic 
n 
had been taken in tho -mien. 
He 
said he was acting under authori­ 
zation of the national defense com­ 
mission. 
The company has agreed, Dewey 
said tonight, “on a method by 
which the employes at Saginaw’ 
will be returned to work.” 
The 
UAW-CIO had called its Sagina 
strike on Monday, charging that 
the company had failed to abide 
by a rehiring agreement from a 
previous walkout. 
Sympathy strikes followed yes­ 
terday in the four other plants. 
All 
were 
closed. 
The Saginaw 
plant, where the UAW-CIO and 
UAW-AFL 
are 
contesting 
over 
exclusive bargaining 
rights, 
re­ 
mained open. 
Union Not Affected 
Dewey had insisted 
that 
the 
UAW-CiO end the strike, that all 
strikers be rehired pending Anal 
arbitration of the dispute, and 
that the company, which manu­ 
factures airplane engine and auto­ 
motive parts, reopen the plants.

When you go to your doctor 
th s winter for the cold shots you 
th'nk will keep you from getting 
co1 ds, because you thought they 
kept you from getting colds last 
winter you can ask the doctor to 
giv 
you salt water or sugar in­ 
stead of his medicine. 
Either salt 
or sugar will do you just about 
as much good as the shots. 
Such a conclusion is drawn by 
D'. II S. Diehl and co-workers at 
the University of Minnesota. They 
presented their findings in a fol- j 
low-un report of studies begun a 
few vc ars ago. These studies were 
carried out with the students of 
the University of Minnesota. The 
students 
were 
separated 
into 
groups 
chosen at random 
from 
the students who came to the dis­ 
pensary for cold-prevention treat­ 
ment. 
Two groups received the cold- 
prevention treatment by injection, 
another two groups received the 
more recent treatment advocated 
by cei tain 
drug 
manufacturers 
which is taken by mouth, and the 
last two groups, which were so- 
called 
“controls."

sugar pill in one case and an in­ 
jection of salt water in the other 
case. not knowing at 
the 
time 
tha* they were not getting 
the 
precious medicine to prevent colds. 
After a period of observation 
it was found that the frequency of 
colds was not materially different 
in any of the groups. 
Of the ones 
who received their treatment by 
injection there was only a 25 per 
cent advantage over the ones that 
received the salt water injection. 
Of the ones that received their 
treatm ent by mouth there was no 
advantage over the sugar pill.

Mr. Shull opened his talk by 
stressing the fact that our social 
problems have become so complex 
that unless they are solved they 
eau crush our civilization. 
Even 
those who devote 
their 
entire 
time to trying to understand these 
problems can hardly see their way 
out. 
We cannot then expect the 
thirty-two 
out 
of 
thirty-eight 
adults who have graduated from 
neither high school or college to 
understand and do their part in 
solving 
these 
problems 
without 
some tortn of adult education. 
It 
is this need tilt* National F'orum 
is trying to meet. 
Economic Most Important 
Mr. Shull said he considered the 
economic problem the greatest ut 
all those we face. 
In 1929 ten 
per cent of the people had one- 
half of the national income and 
ninety per cent had the other halt. 
Tile ten per cent could not spend 
all their income and invested It 
in producing goods neither they 
or the oilier ninety percent could 
buy. 
This might he described as 
the maldistribution of purchasing 
power. 
We must find a way to 
distribute this purchasing power 
more evenly and still keep our 
profit system. 
This system has 
bi en proven best for bot ii the in­ 
dividual and society. 
It furnishes 
the individual with an incentive 
to greater achievement which ben­ 
efits himself and society as well. 
Another problem that we must 
solve if civilization is to advance 
is the international problem. 
The 
cost of modern war in lives and 
money is so staggering that we 
simply cannot afford it. 
Mr. Shull 
was inclined to place economic 
rivalry at the head of the causes 
of 
war, 
although 
nationalism. 
secret diplomacy, militarism and 
false propaganda play their part. 
The 
thickly 
populated 
nations, 
which include japan, Italy, and 
Germany, must exist by trade or 
conquest. 
Conquest does not pay 
hut it is hard for them to realize 
that fact. 
Mr. Shull wondered if 
the United States and other na­ 
tions with vast natural resources 
had not made ll impossible for 
these nations to solve their prob­ 
lems 
p* acefully.
